DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-31 are allowed. 

2 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1,10, and 16 
teach a system where component data, worker data, and predictive maintenance factors are used 
together to create a schedule for maintenance of equipment based on the factors. 
1. U.S. Patent No. 6,192,325 to Piety et al shows a predictive maintenance database where 
information about the equipment and components thereof is stored in order to alert users when 
maintenance is due. However, neither this reference taken alone or in combination with the prior 
art of record disclose a system of scheduling the actual maintenance of equipment based on, 
among other things, worker qualifications. 

3. U.S. Patent No. 5,737,728 to Sisley et al shows a system for resource assignment and 
scheduling based on the availability of qualified personnel. A database is kept of personnel 
location, qualifications, and time commitments. However, neither this reference taken alone or 
in combination with the prior art of record disclose scheduling the actual maintenance of 
equipment based on, among other things, component data of the systems for maintenance. 

4. It is the examiners opinion that these references together, even when combined, would 
still not produce the system of the immediate invention. 

5. It is this combination of worker data, component data, and predictive maintenance factors 
to produce a schedule for predictive maintenance, in combination with the remaining elements 
and features of the invention, that the applicant's invention defines over the prior art of record. 

6. Claims 2-9,1 1-15, and 17-31 are allowed as being dependant upon allowed claims.
